Cape 
Colony paid 88000 or 80000, Ontario did not 
pay the promior what was paid tho judgosor 
the subordinate officials of the Dominion, 
The motion was loudly applauded by both 
sides of the House, 

Mr. Marter in soconding tho resolution 
paid a brief tribute to Mr. Mowat’s services 
and remarked that, although they differed 
politically, he always felt a spirit of kindnoss 
towards the honorable gentleman, 

The motion was then carried, Mr. Waters 
alone dissonting, The former salary was 
#5000. 

Mr. Mowat said Le Loyed a9 0ne would 
imagino that he bad the remotest idea that 
such a proposition would be made. He was 
extremely grateful to Mossrs. Guthrie and 
Marter for their kind words. He dil not 
know that the resolution would bo acted 
upon, but felt just as grateful as if he were 
the recipient of the salary voted. 

Mr. Conmeo, with his broadest smile, 
sprang the noxt surprise, this time on Mr. 
Moredith. He moved that: 

Tn view of the fact that the duties of the leader 
of the Opposition require constant and diligent 
application regarding all measures and legislation 
passing through this House, inade all the more 
necessary on account of the province having but 
one chamber, itisin the oplolou of this coin- 
mittee only just and equitaole tuat bis sessional 
allowance should not be less than $200) per 
anpum. 

Mr. Caldwell, in seconding the resolution, 
said he often wondered why the Opposition 
leader recéived no larger indomnity than an 
ordinary member, It was only fair and just 
that he should receive more. . 

Mr, Waters again protested against an in- 
crease, Toincrease the indemnity of the 
leader of the Opposition, he thought, was 
without precedent and unjust, The motion, 
however, carried with the samo degree of 
unanimity as the former one. 

Mr, Sol White introduced the greatest 
surprise of all and, in view of the subsequent 
discussion, a disagreeable surprise, After 
remarking that be was sure his motion 
would commend itself to every member of 
the House he moved, seconded by Mr. Field, 
that:. 

In the opinion of this committee the indemnity 
of the members should be Increased to $800. 

“Tf Thad my say,” added Sol, “I would 
make it $1000," This proposal to increase 
the sessional indemnity by $200 met with 


strong opposition. 
Mr, Waters was astounded at this pro- 
position. “If you had advocated an in- 


crease last June,precious few of you would be 
here to-day, I solemaly protest against this 
measure.” Mr, Gibson (Huron), Mr, O’Con- 
nor, Mr. G, B, Smith, Mr. H. E. Clarke, also 
opposed it. 

Mr. Fraser said that if there was a general 
desire that the first two propositions should 
meet with hearty approval, they should not 
attempt to load down either of them with 
such a resolution. Would not the people 
think that it wasa scheme to stroke down 
the leader of the Government and the leader 
of the Opposition and then bag the plunder? 
Mr, Guthrie declared that the resulution 
detracted from the charucter of the resoiu- 
tions passed regarding Mr, Mowat and Mr, 
Meredith. 

Mr, White, in withdrawing the resolution, 
said he was not treated ina manly fashion, 
for when he was asked to move the resolu- 
tion he was told there wasa general feeling 
in favor of it, ‘I don't care whether I come 
back here or not. Ifthe pooplein my con- 
stituency don’t think me worth more than 
$600 they can get someone else.”

The Address in Reply to the Speech,

In touching on the re- 
newal of the modus vivendi, he called atten- 
tion to the destructive manner of herring 
fishing in some parts of the Maritime Pro- 
vinces, where small berring were caught in 
great quantities to be packed as sardines.

“tbat excellent critic, Mr, Margites,” who, 
acoonting Homer, “know many things, but 
know thom all wrong,” 

Hore follows the review. 

Not content with that monstrous offspring 
jeationalivm, the Tiad, Mr. 
Ww offer® to the publica kind of 

continuation, which ho calls the Odyssey 

Wo need scarcely repeat our objoctio na to the 

Iiad, a work which may have boon, and we 

rogret to say hay boon widely sold among the 

unthinking, but which persons of culture can 
only regret, While Mr, Homerus confined 
himself to desoribing the battlos of froga and 
mice, or to satiro on that oxcellont critic, 

Mr, Margites, wo wore content to amile, But 

when ho took to writing about tho wars of 

gods and heroes we felt bound to remon- 
strate, 

' The Tad was an il-assorted series of chap 

ters. Lt had scarcely a plot, and Mr. Hom- 
erus, after killing a respectable prince, actu- 
ally brought him back as chief mourner at 
the funoral of bis lamented son! Mr, Homerus 
appears to have constituted himself the lau- 
reato of blood and brutality, His horo, 
Achilles, is a sulky and cruol savage, who, 
after going on strike for a mere porsonal 
grievance, afterward kills many of his cap- 
tives In cold blood, and maltreats the body of 
a gallant onemy, Mr, Homerus's pages posi 
tively reek with gore. He is not content 
with killing off his characters in batches; be 
must toll us the very spot in their framos— 
often in a most indolicate manner—where tho 
spear strikes them, while tho spearshaft 
throbs with the beating of the heart! This 
ferocious taste is justly repugnant to a ninth 
contury (B, GC.) audience, Mr. Homerus, 
that he might lack no fault, also dabbles 
wildly in the supernatural. We do not cen- 
sure only his extraordinary lack of rover- 
ence, Our readors must bave shuddered at 
the audacity which could make the Queen of 
Heaven a vulgar scold, and Zous himself a 
honpecked husband, Wo refer rather to tho 
wild inventions of talking horses, gods who 
ussume the shape of vultures, deadly wounds 
which are miraculously healed at a moment's 
notice, and so forth, childish figmonts which, 
in this so-called ninth century B, C., may 
well excite astonishment and disdain. 

We hoped that, in his Diad, Mr, Homorus 
had touched the very nadir of the absurdity 
possible even to a popular romancer. But, 
in his Odyssey, he actually outdoes bimself, 
Wogladly admit that Mr. Homerus imbrues 
himself less in blood than has been bis wont. 
Except for a skirmish or two with Ciconi- 
ans and other queer peoply, a brutal affair 
with a fabulous monster, and an alterca- 
tion with a pieuvre (for such we tako ‘‘Scyl- 
la of the Rock” to be), Mr. Homerus, for 
him, is content with vory little bloodshed. 
But, as he reaches the close of his third yol- 
ume, Mr, Homerus warms to his work. 

His hero, Odysseus, with the assistance 
only of a pork butcher, his own son, a cow- 
herd and (of course) a goddess, kills no few- 
er than 117 men in his own dining room. 
Not content with this perfectly impossible 
and revolting massacre, Mr. Homerus adds 
scenes of cold blooded and heartless cruelty. 
He hangs a large number of young honse- 
maids, for no reason at all except that they 
bad, as in duty bound, attended to the 
guests of their mistress, Worse yet, will it 
be credited that Mr, Homerus describes, in 
language which we can only reprobate and 
dare not quote, a brutal fistic encounter 
with a pauper in receipt of outdoor relief, 
and the slow and obscene tortures inflicted 
by the hero and his friends on an un- 
fortunate member of the laboring 
classes? This may please our Upper 
‘Ten, but we warn Mr, Homerus that 
the peaceful and industrious Demos may be 
provoked past endurance. Mr, Homerus has 
at no time shown any concern for the inter- 


, ests of the working classes, who, oddly 


enough, are among his most fanatical ad- 
mirers, as the records of the Chain Free Li- 
brary too sadly attest. 

But we must justify our remarks by a 
aketch of Mr, Homerus’s latest and most 


,; Monstrous production. The story hegins 


when Odysseus, in the tenth year of his 
wanderings from Troy, has been living for 
eight years in a cave with a remarkable per- 
sonage, an immortal woman, named Calyp- 
so. This “immortal” business, we frankly 
warn Mr, Homerus, has been overdone. But 
how did Odysseus get dans cette galere? This 
we learn froma long-winded’ tissue of im- 


" probabilities with which he later gulls Aloin- 


ous L, the respected ancestor of the present 
Corcyrean monarch. On leaving Troy, 
tho hero, of Mr. Homerus with his usual 


| wanton brutality, had attacked, and, we re- 
' joice to say, had heen beaten by a Thracian 
‘ tribe, 


Thence the wind drove him, heaven 
knows where, into one of Mr. Homerus’s 
favorite African regions, the land of the 


| Lotus Eaters, For some unexplained reason 


he killed none of his hosts, but sailed on, 
still fo the vague, till, by a ludicrous inven- 
tion, he reached a country of one-eyed pas- 
toral characters, somewhat above the mid- 
die height, the Cyclopes, Here he killed the 
sheep, shot the game, and generally made 
himself at home ina cave (Mr. Homerus is 
fond of cnyes) till the shepherd came back, 
and, absurd to state, began eating the com. 
rades of Odysseus, 

For a man who Hved on milk this conduct 
was hardly consistent. By a piece of be- 
havior too common, alas! where our boasted 
civilization comes in contact with early races, 
Odysseus mado the Cyclope drunk, wine, of 
course, being unknown to his unsophisticat- 
edrace. He then took a base and brutal ad- 
vantage of his opportunity, bored the shep- 
herd's eye out with a redhot piece of timber 
and fled. He next reached a floating island, 
where the King of the Winds (|) gave him 
all tho breezes in a bag: but, as his {diotic 
friends open the bag, Odyssous does not profit 
by this generosity. He is driven back to the 
floating island, and theuce, Mr, Homorus’s 
invention failing him, to more cannibals, 
where he lo e¢ all bis ships but one. 

With this he reaches the isle of Immortal 
oman number two, who turns his company 
pigs. Sho relents (after an indelicate 
. only too much in our author's sen- 
manner), and sonds Odyseus—to be 


Plain—to Hades! He returns, gooey off on 
bis voyages again, meets sirens, whirlpools 
monstrous cuttlefish, and go forth; loses al 
bis men, and reaches alone the cave of the 
other Immortal Woman 

Thence he sets out on a raft, reaches Cor 
cyra, aud, afteran indelicate adventuro with 
a princess, is sont home to Ithaca. Hore 
he finds about 120 young men making 
love to his wife, and conceives the feasi- 
ble project of killing the whole crew 
of them. Our patience fails us in an 
effort to analyse the magical devices, bodily 
transformations, and so forth by which, as 
wo have said before, he executes this arran- 
gement in red. Gods and goddesses, as 
usual, are brought into play, by a violent 
abnso of the supernatural. This must lonve 
evon the least cultivated reader cold aud ur. 
moved, Our religious ideas, fortunately, 
are far too advanced for this Lind of “ma 
chinery” to be any longer acceptable, ‘The 
frroverence of the whole conception we used 
not urge upon our readera. *

It seems very strange that Mr. Elmore, 
a good surveyur, did not represent to the 
government the diffieulties of this route, 
anda change could haye been made as 
was done after thousands of dollars had 
been expended, and hundreds of settlers 
ruined. 

But the contractors were on a par_ with 
this scandalous piece of policy. They 
were paid by the mile and it was far 
easier to make a road over the rocky hills 
than to go around them. 

- The bridges across the chasms were of 
the most perishable kind, and holes were 
filled up with rotten logs or whatevercame 
most easily to hand, and these covered up 
with dirt. 

On account of its lightness the soil 

quickly washed away, leaving the rocks 
and logs prominent, and this is one of the 
greatest difficulties in this northern conntry 
of late, gravel bas been found, but it is 
not generally distributed. 
_ When this road had been completed, 
inspected, and accepted, the contractors 
men returning were compelledto take off 
their teams, separate the horses so they 
could clamber up the hills, while the 
waggons were taken aoart and carried up 
by the men. 

On the old Hastings road, cadgers 
“Will point out nearly a half adozen places 
between the Jordon and the York Branch 
where they had to carry their loads up the 
hillsand draw their sleighs up by hand, 
in other places where they had to let down 
barrels of pork by ropes. 

Now this certainly does seem like ex- 
aggeration, but the reader may refer to 
any of the old men who cadged for,Egan ; 
and afterwards the Bronson’s, in the latter 
part of the fifties or during the tirst part of 
the sixties. 

To assist the traveller | will point out 
a few of these places for 1 cannot just now 
call to mind the whole of them. First the 
“hole in the wall’ between the Jordan 
and Murphy's couriers Second the 
“Pope’s nose” about 4 miles north of 
Ormshy. Third, the hill about a mile 
north of Egan Creek. Fourth, Mulcahy’s 
hill, about two miles south jof F’Amable. 
There are a number of others but 1 think 
these will do for the present.

The contractors who built this road, 
perhaps, it would be as well not to men- 
ton, but one was a prominent contractor 
of Belleville, another, a man of Madoc 
township, and the inspector, who passed 
the work, a prominent man of Sidney. 

These men are all dead, but let us hope

Panis. May 3,—Further particulars re- 
celyed here in regard to the labor riot at 
Fourmies show that early last night a mob 
of about 1200 people carrying sticks and 
armed with revolvers surrounded the geu- 
darme, crying: ‘Down with the masters!” 
“We want our brethren!” This last cry re- 
ferred to the men arrested early in the day 
for intimidating the men who had refused to 
go out on strike, The mob attacked 
the Town Hall The gendarmes fired 
their revolvers in the air in order to fright- 
en the rioters, but without effect. The troops 
with fixed bayonets then charged the mob 
and drove it away from the immediate neigh- 
borhood of the town hall The crowd, how- 
eyer, after being driven backward, retali- 
ated by firing yolleys of bricks and pisces of 
paving stones at the troops, frequently 
striking the soldiers. The mob subsequently 
reappeared with increased bumbers and 
made an attack upon the gendarmes, A 
fierce conflict took place in the rear of a 
eburch. 

A regiment of infantry was then sum- 
moned and an exciting time followed, 
the crowd fighting hand-to-hand with 


the police and woldiery, | Finally 
upon the riofers persisting in their re- 
fusal to retire, the soldiers fired, 


killing three persons outright and wounding 
a number of others. The soldiers, in order 
toavold the taking of life, fired low, with 
the result that many legs of the rioters have 
been amputated, After thie severe lesson 
the mob fled. Four of the rioters wounded 
last night. have died. 

The fact that six women, several children 
and eight men were killed on the spot, while 
20 wore seriously wounded, several fatally, 
gives the affair the character of a massacre, 
The soldiers were merely exposed to stone- 
throwing, but they replied with successive 
yolleys from their new Lebel rifles, inflictiag 
frightful wounds on their victims, Tho 
houses exposed to the fire were riddled and 
there is every sign that reckless and wanton 
inhumanity was shown by tho troops. The 
local popular commotion ts intense and it 
finds a response in the growing excitement 
in every working centre. Fourmies to-night 
is practically in a state of siege. Cavalry 
patrol the streots and are everywhere greet- 
ed with yells of reprobation from excited 
groups of men and women. 

It is learned that the sub-prefect of 
Fourmies ordered the firing on the crowd, It 
would have been still worse had not the 
Mayor risked his life and rushed between 
the combatants and implored them to stop 
fighting. This is tho first time that tho 
Lebel rifle had been used against human 
beings,

and yet not vicious in the least. The most 
interesting horse is the good natured family 
horse. He bears ill will toward no one and 
has the good will of all who look upon him. 

He has but to be seen to become a favorite, 
There are thousands of families who would 
as soon part forever with an immediate rela- 
tive as to the loss of the good natured old 
family horse—the one that lived with all tho 
children, and often times it seems, showod as 
much care and affection for them as their 
parents, ‘The children or women of the fami- 
ly were always safe when out with him. If 
some other horse run away he wag-always 
sure to get out of the way of all danger, and 
ho never allowed the carrirge he hauled to 
collide with an obstacle, 

Tho biting horse always reminds one of 
the dyspeptic man—he is always mad, ab 
ways irritated. Pedestrians frown at this 
horse as they pass along the street, and the 
horse, it may be remarked never fails to

women and children. 

At this point vehement protests were raised 
and Roche was called to order. M. Con- 
stans denied the accuracy of Rocho’s state- 
ment. A mob of 4000, said the minister, re- 
ceived the soldiors with a shower of stones, 
One officer was knocked down and the riot- 
ers were on the point of forcing their way 
through the troops when the commander 
called upon them to keep back. The sum- 
mons was unheeded and the commander 
ordered his men to fire into the crowd. This, 
however, had no effect and he ordered the 
soldiers to fire point blank. The soldiers 
obeyed and the result was the killing of 
Sevon persons and the wounding of fourteen.

Arms and Dynamite to be Used Against 
the Troops—Funeral of the Victims, 


Fourmres, France, May 4.—The situation 
here to~lay is one of great gravity and may 
juduce the Government to postpone the funeral 
of the men, women and children who were 
killed by the troops on labor day, Tho 
greatest excitement prevails throughout this 
town and in the villages in its vicinity. Many 
of the leaders of the labor party have started 
for Belgium to collect arms and dynamite 
for use against the troops stationed here, and 
especially against the infantry regiment, 
which used its rifles with such fatal effect 
upon the populace on Friday last. The rer 
port has reached here that 900 kilograms 
of dynamite destined for the people of this 
town has been seized while belug smuggled 
across the frontier from Belgium, 

Cayulry pickets will be stationed all along 
the route ofthe funeral procession of th 
victims of the May-day massacre, for such is 
the term appliod to the tragedy by the people 
of Fourmies. The cavalry along the route 
will receive instructions to act promptly and 
effectively in the event of trouble, The Goy- 
ernment has sent twodetails here with in- 
structions to muke a thorough inquiry into 
tho causes which led to the disturbances on 
labor day andinto the action of the sub- 
prefect who ordered the troops to fire upon 
the pepole. 

Tho funeral procession this afternoon was 
very long, being participated in by a large 
number of workmen's clubs, The nino coffins 
wero surrounded by the relatives of the vic- 
tims, After the religious services the clergy 
left and the Socialists then took charge, some 
yiolont addresses being delivered. Many 
women carrying banuers placed wreaths 
upon the graves.

“A case of mineral or narcotic poisoning 
is oasily known, as the pationt ia undergoing 
the greatest agony, which {s shown by con- 
vulsions, spasmodic movements and violent 
retchings. A morphine or opium caso Is 
nouch hardor to dotect, as there are thirteen 
comatose conditions known to the medical 
profession and it often takes considerable 
timo to distinguish one from the other, 

“There was a man brought to the Cook 

County Hospital, where I am engaged, a 

short time ago, about 2 o'clock in the morn- 

ing. He was about 85 years of age and bore 
the appearance of a successful business man. 

His breath smelled strongly of alcohol, and 

we were on the point of sending him to the 

alcoholic ward, when one of the officers said 
he was picked up on South Halsted street, in 
one of the hardest neighborhoods, and that 
foul play was suspected. Acting on the ad- 
vice, we took the man to the operating room, 
and, upon arriving there, found the eyes 
starting from the head and the face assum- 

Ing a dark appearance. Concluding that it 

was a case of morphine poisoning, we bogan 

work on him and in a few hours the man 

was awake. Such errors of judgment are of 

necessity quite frequent.” 

“What treatment do you give a morphine 
patient?” 
“When the cause of the comatose condi- 

tion is discovered to be morphine or opium 
the patient is stripped, Iaid upon the back 
anda siphon (which takes the place of the 
stomach-pump) is forced into the stomach, 
Water js then poured in through the siphon, 
aud all of the contents of the stomach are 
brought ont, The pationt is then severely 
flagellated with wot towels while being rap- 
idly walked up and down the room, After 
several hours, of whipping, walking, pinch- 
ing, and any other rough treatment that can 
safely be given, the patient arouses from the 
deadly stupor and soon is able to know some- 
thing of what is going on about him. 

“The method of resuscitating patients wno 
Were poisoned with narcotic or mineral 
poisons is very different. Each poison has its 
own pecullay antidote, and what will counter- 
act the effect of one poiso: will have to effect 
whateyer upon another. Take, for instance, a 
case which recently occurred at the hospital. 
A woman was brought in by the police patrol 
with violent convulsions and retehing. We 
started upon it as a case of arsenical poison: 
ing, and after thoroughly cleansing the stom- 
ach forced a large dose of sulphate of zinc 
down her throat. At the end of the treatment 


| the woman was no better than at first, 


deed, she seemed to be growing Worse each 
moment. The paroxysms were more frequ- 
ent, the heart was more {rregular in its beat- 
ing and she breathed with great diffloulty 
We then gave a powerful emetic and fol- 
lowed that with an antidote for strychnine, 
and its action showed in a very short time 
that we Were correct in our later surmise. 
Tt was 4 case of strychnine poisoning.” 

“Aro there many cases of asphyxiation 
brought to the County Hospital?” 

“No, there are not many. Poisoning by 
gasis more often accidental than precon: 
certed, and in the fornier case a physician is 
immediately called in, and the patient is re- 
moved to a room where there is pure air and 
plenty of it. Almost every one knows 


\ bow to care for an asphyxiated person, and 


it is only necessary for a physician to give 
the proper medicine toenable the patient to 
regain strength,

cide with gas he or she almost invariably 
takes such precautions that help cannot pos-

In making preparations the suicide had 
taken the bed clothing and stopped up every 
crevice, Hobad hung a heavy quilt over 
the transom and securely fastened the win 
dows, after which he had deliberately un 
drewed and, turning on the gas as widely 
As possit ad laid down on the bare mat 
tre Of course, aid arrived too late, for 
we but @ few minutes aftorward.

All the necessary machinery, which is 
not worth more than $600 at the outset, is 
isin readiness to begin this (overwhelming 
competition with the American men, If 
as much success attends the new venture 
as is anticipated by Mr, Storrey, the con- 
test between the machine and the hen for 
supremacy inthe egg producing business 
will be short, with the victory to the credit 
of the former. 

Mr, Storrey's process 18 very simple, 
and yot he is prepared to manufacture an 
artificial egp that a connoisseur will find 
it difficult to distinguish either in appear- 
ance or taste from the prime product of a 
Plymouth Rock or Leghorn, 

Lime, water, blood, milk, tallow, peas 
and one or two other vegetables are the 

ingredients of his compound, The shell 
and the yolk will not be difficult of manu- 
facture. ‘To make a good imitation of the 
“white” of the egg isthe part that has 
required the most ingenuity to conquer, 
but Mr, Storrey has succeeded in solving 
the problem successfully. 

Lhe yoke of an ege is composed of 30 
percentof yellow fat, 14 per cent of 
caseine, about 8 per cent albumen and 
water. The fat is common animal fat and 
beef fat, which is very cheap,\will be the 
chief ingredient. To this a il Setar aroun 
of casceine, which is that portion of the 
milk which produces bucter and cheese, 
will be added, and albumen mainly from 
beef blood, together with water, will be 
mixedin smail quantities, The color, 

already a yellow, will be treated witha 
chemical which will serve a double pur- 
pose of deepening the color and preserving 
the mixture in a semi liquid state until it 
is cooked. 

‘The “white” of the egg is about one- 
eighth pure albumen, and is a difficult 
substance to produce chemically, A sub- 
stance that appears to the eye exactly 
similar, and which hardens and whitens 
when cooked, has been produced bya 
mixture of legumin, or vegetable albumen, 
extracted from common peas, and which 
forms one-fourth of the peas, alittle al- 
bumen from beef blood, a trifle of sulphur, 
considerable gelatine and a chemical 
solution te prevent. rapid décomposition? 
and which also whitens the whole bulk 
when subjected to heat, just as the egg 
becomes white when boiled.

MAKING THE SHELL 

The shell will be perfectly imitated by a 
simple solution of lime, water and glue. 
The machinery that is required is needed 
moinly in putting the egg together. Every 
yolk will be first run intoa mould to be 
properly shaped, and then dnmped into a 
seconk mould, where the right quantity of 
the white is placed previoysly. ‘This latter 
substance being a gelatine like matter, 
: willlucase the yolk very readily. By a 
unique machine the meat is there develop, 
ed in the shell. 

_The shell is only partially hardened 
when the egg is put into it, and as there 
isa liberal amount of glue added to the 
lime, the edges of the shell soon adhere 
toeach other verp tightly, leaving no 
traceable mark where they were joined. 
In order to make the imitation more com~ 
pletely successful, molds of several sizes 
will be introduced, making the eggs vary 
in bulk as do the products of any respecta- 
ble flock of hens. The color of the shell 
will also be of two or three shades, rend- 
ering the likeness to theoriginal still more 
striking. 

Tests have been made wnich show that 
the artificial egg canbe preserved for a 
month under proper conditions, and_ still 
taste as fresh as one laid by an ordinary 
hen. As all the ingredients of this reform 
egg are exceedingly cheap, it can be man- 
ufactured at the rate of about three cents 
adozen, There will be no limit to the 
the capacity of the novel mill, and families 
and boarding house keepers can be sup- 

lied in any quantities at prices so dazaling 
ly small as to warrant immediate popular- 
ity.—Cincinnati Enquirer.

month of April, 1890 and 1891 show a 
very unsatisfactory conditions of affairs 
As our contemporary has it in 1890, the 
value of imports were $479.78 upon which 
was collected a duty of $47,678. In 1891 
the value of imports was only $20,487 
while the duty collected was $4,597.26. A 
sum almost double what it was the pre- 
vious year on an equal amount of imports 
In other words the duty wasas much in 
round numbers on $20,000 imports in 1891 
as it was on $40,000 in 1890. The reason 
for this great change is not announced, but 
as every one knows there was an election 
to be provided for in 1891 and funds 
were required, while in 1890 there was 
none. Itis not a creditable 
Canada’s prosperity in this city to find 
that such a ‘State of affairs exist.

The 
Canadian government and all concerned 
in the welfare of Canada, should therefore 
spare no exertion to remove the reproach 
which now attaches to the Atlantic ser- 
uice.” What sort ofa rebuke will our 
London contemporary be disposed to ad- 
minister to the government, when it learns 
that the Premier of Canada in his place in 
Parliament added insult to injury by char- 

acterizing the lines of steamers running to

| Solomon goes up the ivory stairs of his 
throne, botween twelve Hons in statuary, 
and site down on the back of the golden bull, 
the hoad of the bronze beast turned toward 
the people, The family and attendants of 
tho king are so many, that the catorers of 
tho palace have to provide every day one 
hundred sheep and thirteen oxen, besides 
tho birds and the vonison, I hear tho stamp- 
ing and pawing of four thousand fine horses 
in the royal stables. Thoro were important 
officials who had charge of the work of gath- 
ering tho straw and tho barley for those 
horses, King Solomon was an early riser, 
tradition says, and used to tako a rido out at 
daybreak; and when, in bis white apparel, 
bobind tho swiftest horses of all the realm, 
and followed by mounted archers in purple, 
as the cavalcade dashed through tho streots 
of Jorusalom, I suppose it was somotbing 
worth gotting up at five o'clock in the morn~ 
ing to look at. 
Solomon was not like some of the kings of 
the present day—crowned imbecility. All 
the splondor of his palace and retinue were 
eclipsed by his intellectual power, Why, be 
seemed to know everything. He was the 
first great naturalist the world ever saw. 
.Poacocks from India strutted the basaltic 
walk, and apes chatted in the trees, and deer 
stalked the parks und there were aquariums 
with foreign fish, and aviaries with foreign 

birds; and tradition says these birds wore 50 

well tamed that Solomon might walk clear 

across the city under the shadow of their 
wings as they hovered and flitted about him, 

More than this, ho had a great reputa- 

tion for the conundrums and riddles that he 
mado and guessed. He and King Hiram, 
his neighbor, used to sit by the hour and 
ask riddles, each one paying in money if 
ho could not answer or guess the riddle, 
The Solomonic uayy visited all the world 
and the sailors, of course, talked about the 
woalth of their king, and about the riddles 
and enigmas that be made and golyed; and 
the news spread until Queen Balkis, away off 
south, heard of it, and sont messengers with 
afew riddles that she would like to have 
Solomon solve, and a fow puzzles which she 
would like to have him find out. She sent, 
among other things, to King Solomon, a 
diamond with a hole so small that a needle 
could not penetrate it, asking him to thread 
that diamond. And Solomon took a worm 
and put it at the opening in the diamond, 
and the worm crawled through, the thread 
in the diamond, The queen also sent 4 
goblet to Solomon, asking him to fill it 
with water that did not pour from the 
sky and that did not rush out from the 
earth; and immodiately Solomon put a 
slave on the back of a swift Lorse and gal- 
Joped him around and around the park un- 
tilthe horse was nigh exbausted, and from 
tho perspiration of the horse the goblet was 
filled. She also sont King Solomon five 
hundred girls in boy’s dress, wondering if 
he could be acute enough to find out the de- 
ception. Immediately Solomon when he 
saw them wash their faces, knew from the 
way they applied tho water that it was all 
a cheat. 

Queen Balkis was so pleased with the 
acuteness of Solomon, that she said: “I'll 
just go and see him for myself.” Yonder 
it comes—the cavalcade —horses and 
dromedaries, chariots and charioteers, 
jingling harness and chattoring hoofs, and 
blazing shields, and flying ensigns, and 
clapping cymbals, The place is saturated 
with the perfume, She brings cinnamon, 
and saffron, and calmus, and frankincense, 
and all manner of sweet pieces. As the 
retinue sweep through the gate, the armed 
guard inhale the aroma. “Halt!” cry the 
charloteers, as the wheels grind the gravel 
in front of the pillared portice of the king. 
Queen Balkis alights in an atmosphere be- 
witched with perfume. As the dromedaries 
are driven up to the king’s storehouses, and 
the bundles of camphor are unloaded, and 
the sacks of cinnamon, and the boxes of 
spices aro opened, the purveyors of the 
palace discover what my text announces: 
“Of spices, great abundance ; neither was 
there any such spices as the Queen of Sheba 
gave to King Solomon.” 

Well, my frionds, you know that all 
theologians agree in making Solomon a 
type of Christ, and making the Queen of 
Sheba a typeof every truth-seeker; and I 
shall take the responsibility of saying that 
all the spikenard, and cassia, and frankin- 
cense which the Queen of Sheba brought to 
King Solomon aro mightily suggestive of 
the sweet spices of our holy religion. 
Christianity is not a collection of sharp 
technicalities, and angular facts, and 
chronological tables, and dry statistics, 
Our religion 1s compared to frankincense 
and to cassia, but never to night-shade. It 
isa bundlo of myrrh. Itisa dash of holy 
light. It isa sparkle of cool fountains. It 
isanopening of opaline gates, It is a col- 
lection of ices. Would God that wo 
were as wise in taking spices of our Divine 
King as Queen Balkis was wise in taking 
the spices to tho earthly Solomon! What 
many of us most need isto have the bum- 
drum driven out of our life, and the hum- 
drum out of our religion. The American 
and English, and Scottish church will die of 
humdrum unless there be a change. An edi- 
tor from San Francisco a few weeks ago 
wrote me saying he was getting up for his 
paper a symposium from many clergymen 
discussing among other things, ‘Why do not 
people go to church?” and ho want 
opinion and I gave ivin one sentenc 
ple do not go to church because they can- 
notstand the humdrum. The fact is that 
most people have so much humdrum in their 
worldly calling, that they do not want to 
have added the humdrum of religion. We 
need in all our sermons and exhortations and 
songs and prayors more of what Queen Bal- 
kis brought to Solomon, namely, more 
spice 

The fact is that the duties and cares of 
this life, coming to us from time to time, 
are stupid often, and insane, and intoler- 
able. Here are mon who have been barter- 
ing, and negotiating, climbing, pounding, 


hammering for twenty years, forty years 
fifty years. One great long drudgery has 
thelr life been. Their faces anxious, their 


feelings benumbed, their days monoton- 
ous, What is necessary to brighten up 
that man’s life, and to sweeten that acid 


disposition, and to put sparkle into the 
man's spirits?’ The spicery of holy religion 
Why, if between the ses of life there 
dashed a gleam of an eternal gain; if be 


tween the betrayals of life there came the 
gleam of the undying friendsbip of Christ; 
if in dull times in business we found minis 
tering spirits flying to and fro in our office,

The woodwork I 
incasing itis of ash, richly panelled and 
ornamented with carved columns, Above 
the organ in an elaborate arch highly orna- 
monted in sterio-relief work and on oach side 
of the rostrum are three smaller arches with 
a series of cathedral windows, The glass 
used throughout the building is « combina-

| There are two galleries, the fronts of 
which are panelled and elaborately finished 
with sterio-relief work. The staircases lead- , 
ing to them are numerous, of good width 
and easy tread, with carved ash rails and 
balusters. The lobbies are spacious and ca p-

Old residents of Belleville will remember 
that the fire engine house which stood 
upon the present market square was 
utilized asan emigrant shed. Some of 
these people went out to work for the!

the ways ofihis country. But the majority 
were induced to take up “free giants.” 
They all had more or less money, the re- 
sult of self-denial and the saving for 
years. 

Madoc village was the starting point 
and the place for securing supplies. It is 
needless to say that the business of the 
village fairly boomee. One firm, Messrs ; 
Wood & Breakell, I am told, did a busi- , 
ness of $80,000 in one year, an enormous | 
sum at that time for so small a place. | 

No doubt the government of Canada 
meant well in opening up this free grant 
distriet, and I believe it was the first ex- 
periment of the kind. 

The first giave mistake was in not 
testing the quality of the soil. Had afew 
hundred dollars been expended in what is 
now called a “walking survey” or had the 
route been extended as it had originally 
been commenced through the centre of 
Tudor and Limerick it would not have 
been so bad.

A MARINE DISASTER NEAR THE MAIN 
DUCKS, 


Sprung a Leak The Crow 
Blisa Fishor 
Water

Ely yesterday morning the schooner 
Eliza Fisher sailed into the harbor towing 
the barges City of Kingston and Quebec, 
from Oswego laden with 136 and 186 tons 
of coal, respectively for Smith's Falls 
They w the consorts of the tug Ele 
ing a leak a short, distance 

from Pigeon island, and sank in 300 feet 
of water, 

_ Capt. Anderson, of the barge City of 
Kingston, a sailor for 40 years, said: “If 
the ser, Fisher had not come to our 
rescue the barges and crews would have 
been lost. We sailed over to Oswego all 
right, and left there Thursday at 8:10 
o'clock. About one o'clock the tug began 
to take water, and pumps and siphons 
were brought into play, The tug was 
lashed to the side of the barge City of 
Kingston, and the barge Quebee remained 
ahead, When the Fisher came she took 
the Quebec in tow and kept her steady. In 
the meantime the crews jon the barges got 
on board the tug and did fall that layin 
their power to keep her afloat. When we 
left the tug between ten and cleven 
o'clock she was going down fast, and we 
hardly had time to get on the barge when 
the tug’s upper decks disappeared. She 
went dywn without agitating the water, 
The schooner came to our assistance 
about two hours before the tug sank. There 
is no water in the hold of the City of 
Kingston, 

Capt. Archie Keith, of the schr, Eliza 
Fisher, detailed hisexperience: “We were 
running from Oswego to Kingston witha 
fair wind,and at six o'clock Thursdaynight 
we sighted tug Eleanor with two barges in 
tow a few miles west of the Main Ducks. 
She appeared to be in trouble and on en- 
quiry we were told that she had sprung a 
leak and was making water fast. The fires 
were outatthat time and all three boats 
were drifting about. I was told that the 
two barges with coal were also leaking, 
We took the Eleanor’s crew aboard jand I 
took the three boats in tow. We proceed- 
ed fslowly inward past Pigeon Island 
where the Eleanor went down in prob- 
ably 800 feet of water. The tow line con- 
necting the Eleanor and {the barges was 
hurriedly cut. I brought the two barges 
on to the city. 

The barge Quebec, in command of 
Capt. Lafrey, shipped about three feet of 
water while drifting before the tug was 
sunk, 

The tug was in charge of Capt. MeWil 
liams. Thecrew werein the fire hole 
when water was firstseen to come through 
the bottom. The water poured in direct- 
ly under the engine and very soon rose 
high enough to put the fires out, 
time the siphon and pumps were read 
there were three feet of water in the hold. 
The work of the men was in vain. It was 
impossible to keep the boat afloat until 
land has reached.

Ortawa, May 11.—At five minutes tod 
e’olock this afternoon a dapper little French 
gentloman with a black frock coat buttoned 
tightly acroas his chest rove in the House of 
Commons astho orders of tho day wero

‘This was Mr, Tarte, and bis purpose was 
the impeachment of Mr, Thomas McGreevy, 
wombor for Queboo Wost, for having usod 
bis position asa member of Parliament and 
of the Quobeo Harbor Commision to obtain 
from tho Public Works Departmont infor- 
mation which he used with contractors for 
bis own advantage, thoroby making a con- 
siderable amount of money, sald to be about 
$200,000, 

Mr. Tarte only spoke a few minutes in 
Fronoh and then proceeded in English, speak 
ing witha strong accent, but clearly and 
with a good choice of words 

Tie Statement 

Mr. Tarte moves, seconded by Mr, Guay, 
that Mr, Tarte, a momber of this House, 
having declared from his seat in this House 
that ho is credibly informed and that ho be- 
Novos that he isablo to establish by satin 
factory evidence; 

That in 1882 the sum of $375,000 having 
doen voted by the Pariiame it of Cans la to 
carry © ut tho works of Cie harbor of Quebec, 
the Quebec Harbor Commissioners called for 
tenders for dredging in connection with the 
said works. 

That Messra, Larkin, Connoly & Co, ton- 
dered and wore awarded the contract for tho 
enid dredging.

That while all the tenders were being ex- 
amined and the quantities applied in the 
Department of Public Works the sald Hon.

“Sheeny Aj," also sald to be known in Now

examination to-day at the Marlborough- 
stroot Police Court charged with attempting 
to obtain $40,000 hy false proteuces from 
Edwin Btreoter, u Lond-strect jowolor, 
Pinwer, who was arrested on May 4, had 
previously induced Streeter to go to his 
(Pinter'y) bodroom at Storey's hotel, where, 
so aa to teat tho American's claim, Streoter 
handed Printer a sovereign, which the latter 
threw into a crucible covered with some 
kind of o powder, and after appouring to 
molt it pullod outa lump of gold equal to 
weight to three sovereigas,  ‘“‘Shoony 
Al" thon suggested that Stroeter 
should furnish him with 10,000 sovereigas, 
which he would transform by the uso of the 
Philosophor’s Stone into gold weighing 24,000 
sevoreigus, or equal to £121,000. Streeter 
appeared to agree to this and asked that 
Pinter should go to his jowolry works to 
further teat the power of the Philosophor's 
Stone Pinter consented and appeared there 
on May 4, placed two sovereigns la a cruvi- 
ble, covered them with the powder and 
placed the crucible and its conten in a 
heated furnace. Streeter, howevor, had bo- 
come suspicious and wheu the gold was sim- 
mering bo gave a signal walch brought two 
Scotland Yard detectives from concealment 
io the workshop and Pinter was arrested.

CONSIDERABLE OBJECTION. 


Want of Harmony to the Camp of Legls-

ANOTHER DETROIT RIVER TUNNEL 


To bo Built om the Plan of the Port Huron 
Tunnel 

The tunnel to be constructed under the 
Detroit river by the Michigan and Canada 
Tunnel company will pass under the river 
a short distance below Windsor It will 
be large enough for two railway tracks. 
The entrance on the Detroi iside will be 
abouta mile back from the shore ‘Ihe 
total length of the tunnel will be 12,033 
feet, of which 2,100 will be an open cut- 
ting on the Canadian side and there will 
be 1,600 feet of open cutting on the Mich- 
igan side, The enclosed section of the 
work will be 8,483 feet in length, —_It will 
be lined with steel plates, inside of which 
will be five lines of brick and concrete, 
The diameter of the tube will be twenty- 
seven feet, and the total cost of the work 
is estimated at $4,800,000, In excavating 
the plan adopted in making the Port 
Haron tunnel will probably be followed.

Money at Disposal, 

A telegram from St. Potorsburg Inst 
evening gave a semi-official statement of the 
outstanding Russian credits on May 8 as 
over forty millions, of which twonty-three 
millions were ear-marked for the purpose of 
redemption as loans, 1850, 1860, and service of 
public debt loans, while of the balance 
eleven millions are entirely unappropriated 
and at the Government’s disposal. 

Piling Up Gold at St. Petersburg. 

During the last 10 weeks Russia has with- 
drawn £7,000,000, of which about one ulti- 
mately came out of the Bank of England, 
five from New York, and ono was either 
from Amsterdam or was brvught in Lon- 
don as it arrived from other parte of the 

world. 

Five millions bave already orrived {n St. 
Petersburg, and they showed in tho Inst re- 
turn of the Imperial Bank, and the remain- 
ing £2,000,000 bave since arrived or are on 
the way thither. In dotail, this large amount 
was withdrawn principally from Amsterdam 
and Berlin, the latter place being reimbursed 
by purchases of gold bars in the London 
markets and by shipments from New York 
made to some extent against salos of Ameri- 
can railway shares, 

Rumors as to Ruasia’s Intentions, 

At the beginning of the present week the 
Russian deposits had been reduced to 
£2,.500,000 at the Bank of England and 
212,000,000 at the Rothschilds, plus about 
£4,500,000 in Berlin, Paris and Amsterdam— 
in ali 216,000,000. L 

Another loan of £20,900,009, partly for 
conversiaton purposes, had also been 
arranged for and still another was talked of. 
Binister rumors began floating about as to 
Russia's intentions, and upon the heels of 
these came the news that the Paris Roths- 
childs had withdrawn from the syndicate 
and refused to go on with the loan, although 

the contract had already been signed by 
them. 

The ostensible reason credited to the 
nervous state of the Paris Bourse indicated 
that the present was an inopportune time. 
This, ot course, imposed upon no one, 

Divided Between Two Ideas, 

Europe isdivided between two explana- 
tions. One isthat the Rothschilds withdrew 
as a protest against the new and s avage out- 
break of Jewish persecution; the other is that 
they got an inkling of a Russian intention to 
precipitate a war within the next few 
months. I do not pretend to choose between — 
the two. ‘ 

Tam informed that the Rothschilds have 
already been drawn upon for three millions, 
and haveinturn ordered gold shipments 
trom New York during the week and as far 
ahead as Wednesday next. 

It is this which induced the Bank of Eng- 
land to advance the discunt rate and raise 
Its buying price of gold coin a half penny an 
ounce, 

The United States Must Pay Ont the Gold. 

‘The notion is that Russia having failed to 
float the loan has resolved to draw {n all her 
available balances regardless of the conse-— 
quences. This will be bad for Europe, but 
the United States have an even greater 
financial concern. 

England and America are the only free 
markets for gold, and as England is notina 
position to ship any more the brunt of the 
Russian demand must fall on America and 
gold be exported without regard to whether 
it pays os an exchange operation or not. 

‘As has been said opinions differ as to the 
sudden passion of the Russian Imperial Bank 
for piling up metal in its yaults, There is 
one theory that Veshnegradsky has been 
frightened by the Baring panic, and prefers 
gold safely at home where it can bo used to 
put the rouble on 6 motallic basis. 

Hastily Preparing for War. 

‘A moro intelligible idea is that Russia is 
hastily preparing for war. She has complet- 
ed aheavy concentration of troops along the 
western frontier; she has finished a number 
of amall strategic railways, and has built @ 
lot of modern grain elevators. 

True, her distribution of the new maga- 
zino rifles is not perfected, but the old guns 
will serve to arm the reserves of peasants too 
ignorant to bo instructed with the new and 
complicated weapons. At all events, the 
next fow weeks will be the most anxious time 
Europe bas seen since the great war scare of 
1887, 


Italy Sees Universal Peace, 

Rome, May 14—Tho Marquis di Radini in 
the Chamber of Deputies to-day discussing 
tho New Orlenns affair, said it was simply a 
legal question. Tho departure of Baron 
Fava from Washington bad been ordered as 
a protest against the action of the United 
States in rejecting responsibility for the 
affair, European sympathy, the Premier 
added, was with Italy, and he hoped fora 
friendly solution of the question involved. 
In regard to the triple alliance the Mar 
quis said Italy would maintain that agroe- 
mont between the powers a8 a guarantee of 
universal peace.

Ay, 
he bas been waiting for his guests, waiting 
for some of them 1891 years, waiting with 
mangled feet, waiting with hand on the 

punctured side, waiting with band on the 
lacerated temples, waiting, waiting! 

Wonder it is that the banqueter did not 
get weary and say, “Shut the door, and let 
tho laggards stay out.” No, he has been 
waiting. How much heisinearnest! Shall 
Ishow you! Igather upall the tears that 
flooded lis cheek in sympathy, all the blood 
that channeled his brow and back and 
hand and foot to purchase our redemp- 
tion, I gather up all tho groans coming 
from midnight chill, and mountain bun- 
ger, and desert loneliness, and I put them 
into one bitter cry. [ gather up all the 
pangs that shot from cross and spike and 
spear into one groan, I take one drop of 
sweat on his brow, and I put it under the 
glass of the gospel, and it enlarges to lakes 
of sorrow, to oceans of agony. That Christ 
to-day, emaciated and worn and weary, 
comes here and with a pathos in which overy 
word is a heartbreak and overy sentence a 
martyrdom, he says to you, and he says to 
mo, “Come, come, for all things are now 
ready.” 

Ahasuerus made ao feast that lasted 180 
days. Thislastsforever, Lords and princes 
were invited to that, You and I are invited 
to this. Yes, he has been waiting—he is 
waiting now. Other kings wrapped them- 
selves in robes of beauty and power before 
they come into a banquet. So does Christ, 
Ob, bois the fairest of the fair. In his hands 
is the omnipotent surgery that opened blind 
eyes and straightened crooked limbs and 
hoisted the pillars of heayen, and swung the 
twelve gates which are twelve pearls. Ob, 
what a Christ—a Christ of beauty, a Christ 
of power.

A small discussion sprung up on Mr. Tup- 
per’s motion for the third reading of bill re- 
viving the modus vivendi, and for a moment 
it looked as if there might be a discussion, 
but the bill was passed after a few remarks 
by Messrs. Davies, Tupper, Millsand Sir John 
Thompson. 

His Excelloncy provided the House with 
two messages to-day, One transmitting copy 
of thedespatch from the home Government 
acknowledging the receipt of the loyal ad- 
dress passed by Parliamont last year, and the 
other submitting tho estimates, Amongst 
tho items in the latter interesting to Toronto 
are $40,000 for the Toronto’ Drill Hall and 
$75,000 for work at tho eastern entrance to 
the barber, 


A London Military Question, 

The now member for Loudon, Mr. Hyman, 
made his first effort in the House to-day in 
the form of a practical speech ona matter of 
eonsidorable linportance to the Forast City, 
Hv spoke fluently and confidently upon the 
subject of tho camp of militia for the district, 
gnd was listened to with attention and re- 
spect ug ho discusse! tho Goverument’s policy 
of rewards and punlshmonts. He moved for 
an order for a copy of all correspondence 
papers and reporis in possession of the Gov- 
ernment relating to the locality for holding 
the camp of Militia District No. 1 for tho 
years 1890 and 1891, He contended that the 
fact of a camp being held in avy other place 
than London was au injustice to that city. 
Ho told how in 1834 or 1885 he was a mem- 
ber of a deputation that came from the city 
of London and endeavored to make 
on arrangement by which a military 
school should be established in Lon- 
don, Tho result was an arrangomen that 
the city sbould purchase certain property 
koown as the Carling Farm, and that the 
Government should give in return certain 
ordnance lands which they had in the city, 
presumably of the same velue as the Carling 
Farm. During the negotiations a question 
came up in rogard to the number of acres 
which should be acquired for military-school 
purposes, and also for camping purposes, and 
it was agreed that the ground should be used 
for the two kinds of work fur District No. 1, 
The officers in that district bad had many 
conversations on the subject, and they had 
always felt that London was the proper 
place for the camp, and in addition to this 
there was a question of stores, which were 
all in the city of London, for the stores had 
to be transferred to whatever part of the 
district the camp might be hel in. In 1890 
the camp was taken to the city of Stratford 
4s a political bribe, bnt unfortunately for the 
Government {t was not successful. The 
House was tickled by this reference to Mr. 
Grieves’ election for North Bruce and 
cheered Mr. Hyman heartily as he continu- 
ed: ‘We Rave in the House at the present 
moment a gentleman who js not entirely in 
accord with the policy of the Government, 
I understand that the Government are chang- 
ing their intentions somewhat this year, aug! 
instead of a political bribe it is going to be a 
sort of punishmentand a sortof reward.” Tho 
camp, he went on, was going to be taken to 
St. Thomas, and this as a punishment to the 
City of London for returniog a member who 
was not in accord with the Government, 
(Cheers,} His sole object in bringing this 
matter forward was that the Government 
might find that the representations that had 
been made by officers in high command were 
so strong that they would hesitate in doing 
that which while it might bring a certain 
small amount of political influence would be 
decidedly against the interests of district 
No. 1. 

Sir Adolph Caron said he feared the hon, 
gentleman misapprehended the question com- 
pletely. There wasno doubt that the ex- 
change referred was made. The Doepart- 
ment of Militia required a certain 
quantity of land for driliing  pur- 
poses, and he thought the history of 
the past sufficiently indicated that London 
was considered to be an important place 
and one where camps should be htid. Lon- 
don, during the yoars at least since he had 
been head of the department, bad bad the 
camp off and on more frequently than any 
other locality in Ontarlo, There was no ob- 
jection whatever te the papers being brought 
dowa, but when be looked the papors over 
the hon, gentloman would find that he was 
completely mistaken as to the condition 
upon Which the exchange of property took 
place in the City of London.

Soveral Captains of Btoamers Moet the 
Commins! nora 

To day the harbor commissioners were 
met by the following Captains of steamers, 
entering this port. with the object of having 
the present dues placed on a reasonable 
basis. Capt G, Johnson, Str. Hero; Cap. 
vorte, Su. Varuna; G. A, Brown, manager 
ofthe Deserontn Navigation company; 
and Capt, A. W. Hepburn, owner of the 
Strs, Alexandria and Empress of India. 
The ONTARIO called the attention of the 


advantages to bederived from ac hanye, 
but unfortunately this was not done by the 
commissioners, hence the meeting to-day, 
It is very evident that the present rates 
colected by the harbor master under author- 
ity from the commissioners has done the 
city damage and particularly the steamers 
landing at this port, It has the effect of 
taking trade from the steamers that have 
always been friendly towards the city. and 
giving an increase of traffic to the Grand 
Trunk railway that has never allowed an 
opportunity to pass without squeezing 
Belleville merchants when they could. 
Every merchant in the city knows that any 
reduction in freights hefhas securedhas been 
through the influence brought about by 
the steamers. The G, ‘T. has always 
taken the advantage of the winter season 
and made aoa pay the highest rates 
and they can be counted upon as always 
doing it. The present rate of harbor dues 
came in force over twenty years ago and 
still during allthat time it was not thought 
detrimental to the interests of Belleville 
to enforce them until the present. Was 
it that until now no harbor master 
could not be found that would delight in 
enforcing forthe commissioners so un- 
opular a measure. If the city owned the 
anding and the dues collected covered 
the wharfage it would not be so bad, But 
they do not and contribute nothing what- 
ever towards maintaining it, this fact alone 
makes the charges all the more ridiculous. 
Then the rates are not regulated with any 
degree of fairness. A reaping machine 
that weighs much less than a_ threshing 
machine beside being less cumbersome 13 
charged 60 cts harbor dues the same as a 
threshing machine, Horses are charged 
25. cents, carriages 25c cattle 
12} cents; cheese boxes, Mcent a pie.e 
and a full box can be taken as far east as 
Kingston and possibly farther for only 1 
cent. Inaddition to these unreasonable 
charges is added the wharfage —over which 
the commissioners have no control, Capt. 
Johnson who has been sailing for twenty 
years says the harbor dues now collected 
at this port exceed any he ever met with 
between Chicago and Quebec and that he 
does not believe so unjust a rate exists to 
day outside of Belleville harbor. When 
such men speak out there is justly cause 
for complaint andit is to be hoped that 
the meeting to-day will bring about a rate 
that will be satisfactory to all parties, and 
one that will prove of commercial advant- 
age to thecity.

While the doctor was attending to Herrick 
anothor victim was brought into the hospital. 
Ho was Edward Finnegan, foreman in tho 
rock cut near where the explosion occurred. 
He was noton the car, but he was terribly 
injured and will die, 

Fireman Leo Pan was found lying on tho 
footboard of the engine in a semi-conscious 
state. Ho was badly injured. Conductor 
Connors escaped with slight wounds about 
the head. Brakoman Fisher had amiracu- 
lous escape. He was blown into the river, 
but managed to get ashore and was able to 
walk up the track tothe station. Black- 
smith McCormick and helper Finnogan were 
cut about the face and head, but neither is 
injured fatally. Theso seven were properly 
eared for, ‘ho balance of the injured wore 
Italians, and thoy were taken to New York. 

‘The explosion was hoard fora distance of 
10 miles. Near by doors and windows were 
torn from houses. A great hole was torn 
into the earth and the dobris thrown out into 
the river. 

The railway authorities say gross careless- 
ness wasshownia placing the powder car 
next to the engine. 

There is hardly any doubt that the killed 
will number 15 and three or four of those in- 
jured will die, maktig tho total loss of life 18 
or 19. In addition, there aré 20 injured, 
more or less seriously. 

Tarrytown, N.Y., May 20.—Early this 
morning Coroner Mitcholl reported that 18 
lives bad been lost and five bodies were still 
missing. Further detuils may make the num- 
ber of killed greater than this, 

New York, May 1%,—The six injured 
Italians injured at Tarrytown were brought 
to Bellevue Hospital to-day. Two of them 
will die.

CHARGED WITH CONSPIRACY. 


Chas, Butler, the Piano Fraud, in the 
London .Police Court. 

Chas. Butler, the piano fraua, who _has 
been working his game im North East- 
hope and other parts of the country, and 
is now in the meshes ot the law, was up 
for examination on a charge of conspiracy 
at London on Saturday. The complain- 
ant was Mrs. John Dicey, of Westmin- 
ister, andin her evidence said that on 
April 2nd two men came to her place. 
One signed his mame Thomas Hope ; the 
othe: gave no name. It wok them an 
hour anda half to persuade her and the 
family to allow the instrument to be placed 
in the house. There was acard produced 
with the name of the firm on it, and Hope 
wanted them to sign it So that in case of 
the debt of herself or husband could take 
it away, The card was signed after the 
words “payable on demand’ were struck 
out. They took the card away. Five days 
after the piano was delivered byMr, Butler 
and two other men inadray. T he piano 
was put in the sitting room, and Butler 
produced a paper and talked as if she had 
ordered the piano. She produced a 
paper left by Hope on his firsr visit, certi- 
fying that it. was loft as a sample; and 
should become the property of Mr. Dicey 
when four others had been sold in the 
neighbord. Butler then produced the 
original card she had signed, and said it 
wasaplain order. and she must pay for 
the piano. Afterwards her little girl 
brought the card to her. On the 9h 
Butler returned with a man he called Prof. 
Williams. He told her if she did not set- 
tle the company had told him to go on and 
sue, and the case was entered, but would 
be stopped if she settled. He told her it 
would cost her about $800 if the case went 
on, and she was sure to lose it. 
He took some papers out of his satchel, 
and wold her if he left them 
she would have to attend court at Peter- 
boro. Finally, he offered to let the matter 
drop if she would pay him back what it 
had cost him in the deal, $90, he pretend- 
ed tohave paid for commission and the 
cost of moving the instrument, ctc., mak- 
ing up $116, and she, under influence of 
fear, signed the note. 

Before making the settlement she went 
to the sugar bush, saw her husband, and 
he toldher to do what she pleased about it. |

were a large nusmberiwvlo thought the people 
would under the measure be educated up 
not only to temperance but to the 
enforcement of the law. He referred 
to the act which had been introduced 
embodying the priuciple of a probibitory 
liquor Jaw, which was notacceptable to the 
Premier, and to the compromise agreed upon 
by which the Canadian Temperance Act, 
popularly known as the Scott Act, became 
law. It bad been claimed that repeal of that 
act by the general dosiro of the people indi- 
cated aretrograde movement in regard to 
this question. The hon, member denied this, 
and claimed that the repeal of the Canadian 
Temperance Act indicated that the people 
were dissatisfied with local option and that 
peculiar kind of prohibition embodied in the 
act, He produced statistics showing how 
drunkenness had decreased during the years 
that the Scott Act was in force as com- 
pared with the years before and after the act 
became law. In eighteen counties of Ontario 
when they were under license in 1884 there 
were 602 convictions for drunkenness. In 
1888, when the Scott Act was in force, the 
convictions decreased to 185, and in 1800, 
when they were under license again, the 
faine Class ofconvictions roseto 500. This 


dealing with the Province of Ontario he 
turned to Prince Edward Island, where the 
whole of the island was under prohibition 
except the city of Charlcttetown, and the 
results bad been most satisfactory. In Nova 
Scotia more than half of the territory was 
woder the act, and that the people were sat- 
isfied with the result was shown in the 
fact tbat they had no desire to roturn to the 
license system. In Now Brunswick nine 
counties out of fourteen were under the 
operation of the probibitory act. In Quéoec 
the law was not generally adopted, but the 
results were gratifying where it was in 
operation In Manitoba four-fifths of the 
Province was under the influence of the 
prohibitory act, Some temperance men, he 
went on to say, bad proposed that they 
should regulate the traffic, and asserted that 
this was the propor way to deal with it; but 
the result of regulation in the past had been 
such as to give little encourayement for hope 
from regulation, The only remed# for the.

Or if you wore fishing with a 
not there was a mighty floundering 
of the scales or an exposed nail on tho side 
of the boat which broke some of tho 
threads and lot part or all of the captives of 
the deop escape into their natural element 
And hardly anything is more proyoking 
than to nourly land a score or # bundied 
of trophies from the deop and when you 
aro in the full gleo of hauling In the spot- 
ted treasures, through some imperfection 
of the net they splash back into tho wave. 
That is too much of a trial of pationce for 
most fishermen to eudure, and many a 
man ordinarily correct of speech in such 
circumstances comes to an intensity of 
nitterance unjustifiable, Therefore no good 
fisherman considers the thne wasted that is 
spent in mending bis net.

What is the matter | The Gospel is all right, 
and it bas been a good time for catching 
souls for thousands of years. Why, then, 
the failures? The trouble is with the nets, 
and most of them need to be mended, T 
propose to show you whatis the matter with 
most of the nets and how to mend them. In 
the mxt old Zebedee and his two boys, James 
and John, were doing a good thing when 
they sat in the boat mending their nots, 

Tho trouble with many of our nets is that 
the meshes are too large. Ifa fish can get 
his gillsand half his body through the net 
work, he tears and rends and works his 
way out and leaves the place through 
which he squirmed a tangle of broken 
threads. ‘The Bible weaves faith and 
works tight together, the Jaw and the 
Gospel, righteousness and forgiveness, some 
of our nets have meshes so wide that tho 
sinner floats in and out and is not at any 
moment caught for the heavenly landing. 
Tn our desire to make everything so easy wo 
relax, we loosen, we widen. We let mon 
after thoy are once in the Gospel net escape 
into the world and go into indulgence and 
swim all around Galilee from north side to 
south side and from east side to west side, 
expecting that they will “come back again. 
Woe can mako it easy for thom to got 
into the kingdom of God and, as far as 
wo can, make it impossible for thom to get 
out. The poor advice nowadays to 
many is: “Goanddo just as you did be- 
fore you were captured for God and 
heayen. The net was not intended to be 
any restraint or any hindrance, What 
you did before you were a Christian, do 
now, Go toall styles of amusoment, read 
all the styles of books, engago in all styles 
of bebavior as before you wore converted.”

Our esteemed contemporary in yester 
day’s issue favors its readers with an edi 
torial on that thrilling subject, “The price 
ofeggs” Much has been said on this 
subject of late, the Liberals claiming that 
the price has been as low as six or seven 
centsadozen, and the Tories claiming 
it has not been less than ten vents. 

Asa matter of tact the Liberals are right, 
~ for we have ourselves within the past two 
months, bought eggs at retail for eight 
cents adozen. But thatis all beside the 
point. The question isas to whether or 
not the McKinley bill has affected ythe 
price of Canadian eggs. _ This can be as- 
certained only by comparing the price of 
eggs in Ontario with the prices across the 
line. Such a comparison proves that eggs 
range there from three to six cents & dozen 
more than they doin Ontario. Therefore 
the McKinley bill has affected the price of 
our eggs very injuriously. 


Since 1857 Great Britain has paid off 
$500,000,000 of her national debt, $360,- 
000,000 of which has been paid since 1880, 
The United States will soon be without a 
debt ifshecontinues to diminish it at 
as rapidia rate as she has done the past 
decade. But in Canada the national debt 
1s constantly increasing. In 1868 it was 
$22.47 per head, in 1889 it was $46.79. In 
that period, the debt of the United States 
decreased from $07.10per head to $15.12, 
That is, in 1868 our debt per head was 
one third as much as theirs, while now it 
is three times as great.* 


Now wedo not say that our debt should 
not haye been increased since 1868. The 
building of needed public works necessita- 
ted large additions to our indebtedness. 
But wedo say it could have been kept 
toa much smaller figure than it now :s. 
And we do say it should not be allowed 
to become any greater. The amount 
spent in Public werks, andin opening up 
our northwest is quite as great as should 
be spent for many years to come, consid- 
ering the slow rate at which our new ter- 
ritory is filling up.
